party and made it a unity. The 
nomination of Tilden has not tended 
to harmony in his party. It is well 
known tnat there is a wide difference 
in the views of Tiiden aud Hen- 
dricks on the currency question, and 
that this difference has kept back 
the formal letter of acceptance of 
the latter, Moreover, this disagree- 
ment runs through the whole party 
and reaches out to other questions. 
There are War Democrats who con- 
sider the result of that great issue 
a finality. There is another and 
larger section which accept nothing 
as settled, or want to try old issues 
over again. This lack of positive 
coherence nnd union within the 
party is a sign of weakness. But it 
will not do to count upon it as a 
certain evidence of defeat. 
The 


Democratic family is famous for in- 
ternal troubles. There is frequently 
a great deal of pounding followed by 
a good deal of unity at the polls. 


If the Republicans triumph in this 


canvass it will be done by hard 
work. It is easy enough to predict 
success. Every sanguine voter, can 
do that. In California it will bo a 
close contest. There was formerly 
a majority of from 8,000 to 10,000 
Republican. In the last State can- 
vass the Republicans and Indepen- 
dents did not cast an aggregate vote 
as large as that of the. Democrats. 
It has been said that a great many 
Republicans went clean over to the 
Democrats, and many also of the 
former did not .vote at nil.

This is not because of any fault of 


the County Treasurer, who is the 
official tax collector in the premises, 
for the law only requires him to col- 
lect taxes at his office, and makes no 
provision for him or any other offi- 
cial to travel through the county to 
collect these licenses. 
THE TREASURER FULFILLS HIS DUTY 
When he notifies parties that they 
are in arrears. He has done so to 
all whom he has any information of; 
but there are numbers of persons in 
business-of which he knows nothing.

business without a license, but it 
would be unfair to commence suits 
against all parties delinquent, simply 
because the county does not provide 
that which every well regulated 
business firm does— 


A COLLECTOR OF ITS DUES. 


We would sugg«st to the Board of 


Supervisors that some competent 
person be appointed and empowered 
by it to travel throughout the county, 
collect this money, issue licenses, 
and report to the District Attorney 
all persons refusing to take ont 
licenses and who are conducting 
business unlicensed. 
And that the 


District Attorney proceed against all 
so reported according to law.
